in Length, in Height 54, being very well propor- 
tion d and agreeable to their reſpective defigns. 
There is a Paſſage between them from the South 
to the North Court (fronting the New Gate de- 
ſign d to be made into the High- Areet) the Walls 
of which carry a large and handſome Cupola with _ 
8 Ionic Columns, and all the proper Ornaments 
of that Order. The outfide.of the whole is a Do- 
rich Building, and the inſide of the Hall beauti- 
fied with the ſame Order: but the inſide of the 
Chapel is entirely Corinthian, the Ceiling of which 
being Freiwork 1 is not inferior to that Order. 


For theſe Buildings and this happy chats 
of our very old and by conſequence decaying 
Manſion, the College is principally indebted to 
the munificence of Sr. Jo/eph Milllamſon Knight 
(before mention d) who by his laſt Will left o. 

to be applied to this purpoſe, and to that of the 

Reverend Dr. Lanca/ter late Provoſt, who, be- 
tides the expence of a plentiful yearly income, 
laid out upon it the greateſt part of his For- 
tune whilſt Living, and left a Legacy of 1o000/. 
at his Death, which ſum has been employ'd part- 
ly in diſcharging Arrears occaſion d by the great. 
neſs of the Undertaking, and partly towards fi- 
niſhing the inſide of the Chapel.
